There were no new counter attacks in the last 24 hours. The
British continued to consolidate their new lines although the Bavarian
Crown Prince’s big guns played a steady concerted fire upon them.
Otherwise there were only raids upon the British front. Correspondents
continue lo report on the magnitude of the German losses Thursday.

The scacity of towns in the zone of
Thersday's offensive robbed the fight-
ing of those spectacular features at-
terdant upon hand-to-hand work
atrong shatiered buildings.

The British ar-
tillery had bombarded it lo pleces be'l
fore the infantry arrived, and there
wag little close fighting.

prisoner. Several” small counter at-
tacks were attempted by the Germans
in this zone. but they were mostly in-
conzequential affairs.

Hundreds of German Bedies.

“A trip along the battle front cast
and ncrtheast of Ypres showed hun-
dreds of bodies of German soldiers
among the debris. At many places
ghe!l craters were filled with dead.
Here and there were wounded, some-
times under a pile of corpses, which
the British stretcher bearers had not
been able to reach.

Along one scction of the Australian
front 1,000 bodiea wera counted. A
littlea further south there was another
lot of 7. Some of these had been
prisoners who were making thelr way
back within the British lines when
they were caught in thelr own barrage
and killed. One officer of the Pruasian
Guards, who was captured near Poly-
gon Wood, said that British shellfire
did terrible havoc among his men.

A British alirplane with an Aus-
tralian as [ts pilot had a remarkable
experience. The pilot and the ob-
server kept at work despite the clouds
and the rain. The Germans fired many
shells at the airplane, but it continued
in action. When the pilot was finally
forced to volplane down behind his
own lines, It was found that his ma-
chine had been struck so often that
it was of no further use. Nelther the
pilot nor the obsarver was Injured.

The Verdun Sector.

At Verdun the German throne heir
continued his heavy attacks, espe-
cially on the right bank of the
Meuse. The officlal Pyris communique
admits that in one of the onslaughts
the Teutons gained a footing in the
¥French lines near Hill 34, but adds
that they were promptly elected by
a counter-thrust.

Repeated attecks by the Austrians
on Monte San Gabriele have been re-
pulsed by the Itallans, accarding to
ths official communication Iissued
Friday. The Austrian naval base at
("attaro has been bombed by an Hal-
jan acrial squadron. Hits were ob-
served on torpedo boats and subma-
rines,

ITALYGIVES TO U. 5.
MODEL OF BALLOON

Superior to Zeppelin and Can Carry
Four Tons of Bombs.

An Atlantic <Port, Oct, 6—Contin-
uing her conquest of the air, Italy
has sent to the United States a model
of the latest dirigible balloon, which,
it is said, will make a Zeppelin re-
semble a atage coach beside a mod-
ern locomaotive,

The model has just arrived In this
port aboard a steamship in charge of
Lieut. Luigi Crescentini, a civil en-
gineer, connected with the Italian
aviation corps. He will demonstrate
the model to the American army and
navy officials.

“I am not at liberty to disclose the
detalls of the new Ferlanini dirigible,”
sald Lieut. Crescentini, “but I may
say that it s shaped somewhat like
a dolphin; 30 feet in length and is
capable of geing at the rate of 50 to
60 miles an hour at an altitude of 5,000
meters. This Is mgre than 1,400 meters
h!lgher than the Zeppelins can rise.

FOUR MISSING FROM
SUNKEN STEAMSHIP

Tolo Goes Down in 30 Minutes After
Crash with Tug.

A Pacific Port, Oct. 6—Four per-
sons were siill missing today from
fhe steamship Tolo, which sank Fri-
day night after a collision with the
tug Magic.

The Tolo, which carried thirty pas-
sengers and a crew of eight, sank
ten minutes after the crash. The
Kennedy took the survivors into port
The Magic was not seiiously dam-
aged.
